It also disclosed that it is study­ 
ing the possibility of making an 
atomic poison weapon. 
In a semi-annual report to Con­ 
gress, the atomic agency told of a 
stepped-up program during the 
first six months of this year, in­ 
volving “ all forms” of atomic 
weapons, including the hydrogen 
bomb. 
And it hmted that this ma* 
have resulted in greater produc­ 
tion of atomic bombs by saying 
that during the six month period 
“ the rale of current operations” 
on the entire atomic project had 
“ accelerated” 
In the same period, the com­ 
mission said, production of uran- ‘ 


ium-235 and plutonium—the ex­ 
plosive ingredients used in mak­ 
ing atomic bombs— hit “ the high­ 
est rate in the history of the pro­ 
ject.” The same materials also 
are used in experimenting with

tion was during the six months. 
“Atomic weapons and fission­ 
able materials,” it said, “ were

WASHINGTON, Ju ly 31— (A P ) 
—Senator Maybank (D-SC) said 
today the White House staff is 
studying the question of a broad­ 
er home front mobilization bill to 
include standby power to invoke 
wage-price-rationing controls. 
Maybank is chairman of the 
Senate banking committee which 
handles control legislation. 
He 
said the White House study is be­ 
ing made at his request. He add­ 
ed that no decision had been 
reached after a series of confer­ 
ences over the weekend. 
Maybank said he had not talk­ 
ed to President Truman himself 
about the matter.

TTEEPING construction moving 
] 
at a rapid pace is one of the 
biggest headaches of home build­ 
ers today. This problem also hits 
the amateur builder or contractor. 
It’s 
important to 
keep the 
building site from getting clut­ 
tered to the point of setting up 
an obstacle course around the 
house. Before work is begun on 
siding or exterior brick work, it 
is a good idea to fill the.excava­ 
tion near the 
exterior 
of 
the 
basement walls. This will elim’n- 
ate building of unnecessary scaf­ 
folding and will make work go 
quicker 
on the exterior of the 
! house. 


IF THE excavation is filled 
with a bulldozer, care should be 
taken to keep the machine from 
running too close to the founda­ 
tion wall. Where possible, earth 
should be pushed toward the 
house and not along the side of 
the foundation. There is a chance 
that the basement Wall 
will he 
damaged by running a heavy 
bulldozer too close to the house. 
After work is completed on the 
roof and the excavation has been 
filled, siding or exterior masonry 
can be started. While work is oe- 
mg finished on the exterior, the 
plumber, electrician and heating 
contractor can be working on 
the interior.

AT THE present time, home 
builders are using some siding 
materials not 
too common 
to 
building a few years back. Ply­ 
wood. which has come into wider 
use for siding since the war, saves 
time and construction costs.

wood siding, it should be nailed 
to the studs and not through the 
sheathing. Authorities advise the 
use of metal corners with wood 
siding and suggest working with 
long wide pieces.. 
It takes as long to fit short 
narrow pieces of siding as it 
does long wide pieces. 


When all-masonary walls are 
used for house construction, re­ 
search organizations suggest 'he 
cavity-type wall. These walls are 
made up of a 4-inch layer of 
brick, a 2-inch air space and a 4- 
inch inner wall of concrete block. 


THE CAVITY-WALL is warm­ 
er and dryer than the solid 8-inch 
masonry wall. Although in some 
areas plaster can be applied di­ 
rectly to the concrete block build­ 
ers 
generally 
advise 
an 
ad­ 
ditional air space between tne 
lath and concrete block. 
When laying exterior masonry 
walls either the cavity-type or 
veneer which is being used in this 
home, extreme care should be 
taken against leaky walls. 
Mortar in the bed joint should 
be spread thick and the furrow 
should be made 
shallow. 
This 
will give enough excess mortar in 
the bed joint to fill the furrow 
when the brick are bedded. 


CARE ALSO should be taken 
not to spread mortar over 
too 
many brick. Spreading mortar for 
the bed joint over a few brick at 
a time will leave it soft and plas­ 
tic allowing it to stick to the 
brick on top as well as the bot­ 
tom. The head or vertical joints 
also should be well filled and 
once a brick is placed it should 
not be moved. 
With 
wood 
siding 
builders 
strongly advise 
painting 
very 
quickly after the siding has been 
put on if not before. This pre­ 
vents possible moisture from get­ 
ting into the wood and causing 
paint and siding failures.

TIfHEN everyone is jumping to the same con­ 
clusion from the same jumping-off place, 
it is a good idea to take a second look at the 
jumping-off place. 
It has been or is being concluded that the 
United State» is embroiled in Korea because 
ft did everything wrong. 
This tempted the 
shrewd Communists, who never make any 
mistakes—according to the conclusion-jump­ 
ers—and the Commies took ruthless advant­ 
age of p o o r, 
bungling Uncle Sam. 
Further­ 
more, they will keep on pushing the bung­ 
ling old geezer from pillar to post until he is 
frantic with frustration a n d will fall back 
on his A-bomb to redress his grievances. This 
will really start trouble because the Com­ 
mies have an A-bomb, too. In other words, 
the Commies have the initiative and are going 
to make the United States and its allies, if 
any, eat dirt. 
This may not be exactly the conclusion that 
each reader has jumped to, but it probably is 
ciose enough to serve the purpose of making a 
comparison with another kind of reasoning 
that goes like this: 
Hie United States calculated that the great­ 
est postwar danger facing the Kremlin was 
going to be its own ambition. Therefore, it 
should be tempted to over extend itself. 
It 
should be lured into worldwide dispersion of 
its resources. -It should be goaded into more ; 
military commitments than it could fulfill. 
The United States calculated that the Sov­ 
iet Union which was not ready to support a 
major war, could be made to dram off its in­ 
dustrial potential by doing nothing to inter­ 
fere with its natural tendency to grab weak 
nations. 
Therefore, everything was made 
easy for the power-grabbers in the Kremlin. 
Meanwhile, it was arranged to have a mili­ 
tary showdown with them in Korea, where 
the opportunity existed to let them tip their 
hand by invading a country created by the 
United Nations and defensible by virture of 
the presence of U.S. troops in J apan. 
The 
power-grabbers fell into the trap. 
Whether 
or not the trap is strong enough to hold them 
is still in doubt, but they can take no com­ 
fort in that 
They now have touched off the military 
mobihzat.on ©f the United States and the 
crystallization of anti-Communist opinion a- 
mcng the United Nations. They have stumb­ 
led into the one thing they feared most—a 
direct clash with the highly - industrialized 
United States. They have overmatched them­ 
selves by getting into a fight before they were 
ready. Their diplomats, militarists and poli­ 
ticians are all nursing black eyes and awaiting 
th* eventual die aster in Korea which will 
cause hundreds of millions of Asiatics to tit­ 
ter at Russia’s expense. 
This is not necessarily tru e. But it is a re­ 
mind er to Americans who believ e their coun­ 
try always gets played for a sucker that it 
•11 depends on the point of view. 
The un- 
happiest man on earth at this moment may be 
an old -time rev olu tionist named Stalin. He 
may have fallen into the classic trap set for 
rev olu tionaries—an abortive grab for power.

T/'OREA’S war has brought to 
a new head the old boil of 
trouble over transfer of U. S. Na­ 
val government to civilians on 
Guam, the other Marianas Islands.

The bill is on 
the Senate’s consent calendar and 
is scheduled for action soon. Ap­ 
propriations of $ 1,250,000 to run 
the new civilian government on 
Guam have also been approved 
by the House and are pending be­ 
fore the Senate. 
If the North Korean attack had 
been delayed a week or ten days, 
this transfer of government might 
have been made. Since last Sep­ 
tember, Gov. Carleton Skinner, a 
civilian, has been in Guam tak­ 
ing over from Naval govern­ 
ment 
Some 400 to 500 Naval officers 
and enlisted personnel on Guam 
have gradually been replaced by 
civilians and released for other 
more active duty. Everything was 
all set for the big switchover 
Promises made to the Guaman­ 
ians 50 years ago, when they were 
liberated from Spanish rule, that 
the islands would be given local 
self-government under the Stars 
and Stripes, were about to be 
carried out. Navy had agreed to 
it—though somewhat reluctantly 
—and everything seemed simpati- 
co. 


itely. 
Secretary 
Chapman de­ 
murred on an indefinite delay. 
They compromised on a 30-day 
postponement. 
So the transfer may go through 
okay soon, unless either or both 
of 
two 
thing 
happen. 
If the 
Senate unexpectedly balks on 
passage of the Guam organic act 
or appropriations for the civilian 
government, it will be no dice. 
Or if the Defense Department or 
the Navy asks for further delay 
and the President approves, again 
no dice. This latter possibility 
is the more likely.. 
Only reason given publicly for 
further delay of the governmen­ 
tal transfer is that it would avoid 
confusion in time of crisis. But 
the actual transfer 
of

ment has all been made during 
the past ten months. All that re­ 
mains is the formality. 


BUT IN J UNE, Defense Secre­ 
tary Louis J ohnson and Chief of 
Staff Gen. Omar Bradley visited 
Guam for a few days, during 
their quick trip to J apan 
and 
back. Secretary J ohnson didn’t 
have much time for Governor 
Skinner, except for a few min­ 
utes at the airport, before take­ 
off. The Navy apparently saw to 
it that the two weren’t seated to­ 
gether at official gatherings, al­ 
though at that 
time Governor 
Skinner was responsible to secre­ 
tary of the Navy, 
Francis P. 
Matthews, and not to Secretary 
of Interior Oscar Chapman. 
Nothing happened to change 
the schedule of transfer 
until 
after the North Koreans attacked 
on J une 25. Then Secretary J ohn­ 
son put up to the President a 
proposal to delay matters indefin- 


THERE IS an economy angle in 
making the transfer, too. Cost cf 
Naval government on Guam has 
been over $ 3,000,000 a year. Gov­ 
ernor Skinner made a hit with 
congressional appropriation com­ 
mittees when he came back to 
Washington and 
said 
the job 
could be done for $ 2,000,000. Con­ 
gress showed its appreciation by 
cutting down that amount $ 750,- 
000 further. Governor Skinner 
says he can meet the cut by in­ 
creasing local revenues. 
Also, Guam is 1500 miles from 
Manila, Tokyo and Formosa, so 
is in no immediate danger zone. 
Guam is still an important Naval 
and air base however. Navy’s cop 
man on Guam today is Rear Ad­ 
miral Osborne B. Hardison, who 
recently relieved Rear Admiral 
Edward C. Ewen as commander 
of Marianas. Navy really con­ 
trols Guam because no ship can 
touc hthere and no person can 
land without Navy clearance. 
Transfer of government from 
Navy to civilian authorities on the 
other Marianas, American Samoa 
and the trust territory is now 
scheduled for J uly 1, 1951. Navy 
las never been very enthusiastic 
about this transfer of authority 
either, although it has all but 
abandoned its base on American 
Samoa. 
Even If Naval government is 
replaced by civilian government 
on these Pacific islands, it wouid 
still be possible to impose mili­ 
tary government or martial la w / 
by presidential order, in an emer­ 
gency. That is what was done m 
Hawaii during the last war. But it 
didn’t work very well, and as 
soon as possible, local govern­ 
ment was given back to the peo­ 
ple.

It is not possible by medical or 
surgical means to get at tbe brain 
and to remove the clot or to rtop 
the bleeding. Watchful waiting 
is therefore about the only treat­ 
ment which can be used immedi­ 
ately. Complete rest is, of course, 
essential. Good nursing care is 
important. 
After a while carefully chosen 
exercise or massage may help. 
The paralysis, however, comes 
from the injury of the brain and 
is not in the muscles themselves 
and therefore one cannot expect j our toes at home 
too much from treatment. 
The victims of a stroke fre­ 
quently suffer from a change in 
personality. Irritability® and ex­ 
cessive complaining are frequent. 
This can be annoying to the fam­ 
ily and friends who think it is un­ 
necessary and unjust. It happens 
so often however, that it should 
be considered as a result of the 
‘stroke” itself and should be ex­ 
cused and accepted as well as 
possible. 
Toe amount of recovery from a 
stroke depends on the original 
size of the hemorhage or clot and 
what part of the brain is hit. Re­ 
covery starts early. The amount 
of paralysis present is usually 
greatest at {jie beginning andk 
tends to become less as time goes 
on. Some people who have had 
an extensive paralysis recover 
almost entirely.
